DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal matters: 
Drawings 

• The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "enclosing 
structure" and motor for "the "motorized roller" must be shown or the 
feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. 
Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is 
being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not 
be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate 
figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the 
remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional 
replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining 
figures.

• The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

In paragraph [0010], line 6, reference numerals 6 and 6' are used in 
association with take-up cores. However in Figs. 1 and 3 reference numbers 6 and 
6' do not appear to be pointing to take-up cores. 

Additionally, in paragraph [0010], line 5, reference numeral 4 is also used 
in association with at least one teak-up core. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

• Claim 5 is objected to because of the following informalities: in claim 5, line 8, 
it appears that "though" should actually be -through--. Appropriate correction 
is required. 

Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex parte 
Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213, (Comm'r Pat. 1935).
